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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art teaches to 
have a mechanical seal having at least two stationary ring contacting a rotary ring, a sleeve 
holding the rotary ring, a gland housing the stationary ring, the rotary ring and the sleeve, the 
rotatable ring and the stationary rings are arranged to provide for first and second piston areas on 
a face wall of the rotatable seal ring and the stationary rings and rotary ring have contact area but 
fails to teach the barrier fluid to exert pressxire across a selected portion that is between about 
50% to about 140% of the contact area of the seal face contact areas..
